TALKING OF ORGANIZATION. 
CANVASSING FOR PLACES UNDER THE NEW 
ORDER OF THINGS. 

AxLBany, Nov. 7,—A Republican Legisla- 
ture having been elected, politicians have already 
begun to figure on the organization of the two 
houses. Canvasses for Speaker and clerks have 
been started, and will be actively pushed. As the 
nersonnel of the two bodies is greatly changed, it 
is somewhat difficult to judge of the political bear- 
ings of the maiority. The new Senate will be 
stronger than its predecessor. Among the Repub- 
licans Messra. McCarthy, Thomas, Gilbert, Lansing, 


Dageett, Baker, and Elisworth will be influential 
members and rivals for the leadership. The 
minority includes such skilled politicians as Mr. 
Jacobs, Col. Murphy, and Judge Campbell and 
Messrs. Robb, Titus, Daly, and Thatcher as repre 
sentatives of the better element ot the party. 

Mr. John W. Vrooman will seek to be re-elected 
Clerk of the Senate, a position he has filled with 
general acceptability for six years. He will find a 
tormidabie competitor in Mr. Jobn 8. Kenyon, of 
Syracuse, formerly in the engrossing department 
of the Senate. “Jake’’ Cuyler, of the Albany /2- 
press, is also a candidate for a clerkehip either in 
the Senate or Assembly. The lower house will 
have an unusually large number of new members. 
On the Democratic side the absence of most of the 
veterans is at once noticed. The sojnority will not 
be an effective opposition unless some fresh talent 
for leadership is developed. The majority, on the 
otber hand, 1s weil equipped with parliamentarians, 
fighters, and reformers. 

It seems probable that the, young Republican 
element, headed by Mes«rs. Roosevelt, Howe, 
Hunt, O'Neil, Erwin, and Van Alien will be able 
to control the party policy as it did last Winter. If 
they have the upper hand the Speaker of the 
next Assembly will be one of the first 
four gentlemen named, with the chances 
in favor of Mr. Theodore Roosevelt, of 
New-York. They are all understood to be as- 
pirants for the honor. There will be two ex-Speak- 
ers inthe House, Gen. James W. Husted »nd Mr. 
De Witt C. Littlejohn. They must be added to the 
list of candidates, and also ex-Assemblyman Titus 
Sheard, of Herkimer, and Gen. A. M. Curtis, of St. 
Lawrence. With these eight in the feild an exciting 
race may be expected. Edward M Johnson is 
anxious to secure his old place behind the Clerk’s 
desk, but will e opposed by twoor three other 
ambitious workers,

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MAHONE’S DEFEAT IN VIRGINIA.

i THE DEMOCRATS SECURE A LARGE MAJOR- 
ITY iN THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 
RicHMOND, Va., Nov. 7.—The result of the 
election in this State yesterday is a defeat for 
Mahone. The Democrats have both branches of 
the Legislature by a large majority. This is as- 
certained beyond dispute, and is conceded by the 
Mahoneites. ‘The Democratic majority will exceed 
that possessed by the Mahone party in the last 
Legislature, when they had the House by 20 and 
the Senate by 4. Mahone's greatest lusses so far 
are in the large white cyunties of the south-west 


and valley. which have heretofore never failed 
to give ‘arge majorities for that side on mere 
State issues. Mahone’s vote fell off some in the 
black belt, but not much. It is said that 
every means were used by them to bring out the 
colored vote and influence tnat race against the 
Democrats. The result of the election is received 
by some of Mahone’s subalterns with pretended 
good grace. Some few of these now sav they an- 
tivipated just such consequences some weeks ago. 
A few days before theeiection Mahone’s metro- 
Dolitan organ cont.ined an article in which a bet 
of $20,000 was offered on the result—$10,000 on 
majority in the Hoase, $10,000 0n the same result 
in the Senate, and a similar amount on Mahone's 
party receiving a popular majority. These offers 
were regarded at the timeashuge. The negroes are 
asa body disappointed at the overthrow of Mahone. 
Some, however, are glad of it, and say they are 
tired of the continual political strife. Tne white 
Republicans who foliow Mahone do not hesitate to 
show their disappointment and express a determi- 
nation for the future to steer clear of coalitions. 
Mahone, it is devlared, cannot make another fight 
in this State. The Democratic Legislature will re- 
move all of the Capito! officials in sympathy with 
him. Itis not improbable that one or two, if not 
more, of the members of the Legislature elected 
from large white counties will act perfectly inde- 
pendent of all party caucus dictations. 
It is stated to-night in Mahone circles that Su- 
rintendent of Schools Fan, Attorney-General 
lair, and other coalition leaders have gone to 
Petersburg to confer with Mahone about their de- 
feat. It is also said that the question of a future 
line of policy will be disousseq at thi« conference. 
Much interest is felt as to what tourse Riddle- 
berger will pursue in the Senate, and which party 
he will act with when he gets there. The people 
by whom he js surrounded are thoroughly Demo- 
cratic in feeling and only faltered on the deht 
issue. During the canvass just closed Riddle- 
berger made two or three speeches, and these 
were delivered in hisown and adjoining counties 
early inthe fight. The result of yesterday's elec- 
tion has convinced several good Democrats that 
*his State cannot be moved from its Democracy. 
Additional returns show Democratic gains of 
one member of the House of Delegates in each of 
the follawing counties: Charlotte, Culpeper, 
Fairfax, Fiuvanna, Franklin, Henry, Moutgomery, 
Norfolk, Wythe, Princess Anne, Craig, Roanoge, 
Greene. Madison, Smyth, and Bland; also two in 
Chesterfield and Powhatan Counties, two in 
Rockbridge and two in Washengton. This, with 
the loss of one member in Caroline County, makes 
a net Democratic gain of 21, which insures a Dem- 
ocratic majority in the House of 19, with a pros- 
pect of an increase. The Democrats ciaim to have

ROBINSON’S MAJORITY 10,100—nUTLER 
8TILL PLOTTING AND PLANNING. 

Boston, Nov. 7.—The full vote of the State, 
with but one town to hear from, gives Robinson a 
plurality over Butler of about 10,100. The later re- 
turns last night reduced the estimated lead of the 
anti-Butier candidate, and also showed a Demo- 
cratic gain in the Executive Council. Col. Edward 
H. Haskell, of Essex County, one of the lead- 
Jug anti-Butler Councilors, was defeated by the 
Demooratic-Greenback candidate. The Execu- 
tive Council will therefore stand five Republicans 
against three Democrats, a Democratic gain of 
two. The Senate willstand 27 Republicans and 13 
Democrats; a Republican gain of four, and the 
House 143 Republicans, 9% Democrats, and one In- 
dependent. The vote cast for Governor is the 
largest ever thrown in the State. It is 53,000 
greater than that of last year, and 30,000 larger 


than that of 1880, the last Presidential year, 
which was the largest cast in the State previous to 
this time. The leaders on both sides were sur- 
prised at the bigness of the vote. Chairman 
Lodge, of the Republican Committee, estimated on 
the day preceding the election that Robinson 
would have at least 160,000 votes, and Chairman 
Piympton, of the Democratic Executive Commuit- 
tee, estimated that Butler's vote would reach at 
least 150,000. Neither calculated in their estimates 
of the result upon such un increase in the total 
vote thrown. An examination oi the returns shows 
a marked change from last year’s vote. Butler up- 
parently held his own, but in reality he Jost much 
of his support of last year, and his large vote was 
largely due tothe increased registration, in many 
places much heavier than ever before, and which 
his workers were active in securing during the 
earlier part of the campaign. The increase in the 
vote of Boston alone was abont 10,500. and Robin- 
son's gain was over 3,600. The Robinson guin in 
the cities was almost universal. 

Gov. Butler takes his. efeat philosophically. He 
is subdued, but refuses to be crushed. He was at 
the State-house bright and early to-day, and pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Executive Council, His 
first act since the election isa shrewd one. He 
nominated forthe vacant Municipe! Judgeship in 
the Charlestown district George L. Ruffin, one 
of the most prominent of the colored men of the 
State. This wasa shrewd move, because it véli 
be a succesful one, for the Council which rejected 
his first nained colored candidate for this place on 
the ground that he was notoriously unfit for it 
will promptly confirm Mr. Ruffin, and the Govern- 
or wilt, after all, have the credit of making the 
first appointment of a colored man to the Bengb in 
this State. Butleris not yet disposed to consider 
himself retired from politics, and heis evidentiy 
considering what use to make of his 150,000 votesin 
the State. Tre Butler leaders suy he may yet be 
heard from as the Presidential fight approaches, 
and they intimate that he may try to keep nis grip 
on the Democratic organization while bolding fast 
to the labor ana other side orgauizations which he 
bas bwuvg around to his services.

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GETTING READY TO FIGHT

THE MILITARY PREPARATIONS OF 
FRANCH AND CHINA. 
POSTPONEMENT OF THE ATTACK ON BAC- 
NINH—LORD GRANVILLE TO AID THE 

DIPLOMATS IN THEIR NEGOTIATIONS. 

Lonpon, Nov. 7.—A special dispatch from 
Hong Konz suys Admiral Courbet has postponed 
his attack on Bac-Ninh, where the Chinese are pre- 
baring for a desperate defense. He will wait un- 
til the roads are sufficiently dried to transport 
heavy cannon over them, and will begin the march 
early in December, by which time China will have 
decided whether she will assist the garrison at 
Bac Ninh.

TERRIBLE COLLIERY EXPLOSION, 

MANY MEN LOSE THEIR LIVES IN A LAN- 
CASHIRE MINE. 

Lonvon, Nov. 7.—A: terrible explosion oc- 
curred at 8:30 o’clock this morning in the Moor- 
field Colliery at Accrington, Lencashire. One 
hundred and ten micers were at work at the time 
in the mine, and it is not yet known how many 
were killed. Up to noon only 80 persons had 
been rescued, some ,of them being badly 


burt. The shaft is biocked up, while a 
number of miners are imprisoned at its 
bottom. There is little hope that they will 
be rescued alive. Those who nave been taken 
irom the mine have been brought up throvgh the 
Whiney Hill shaft, which !s anout a mile distant 
from the blocked shaft. Rescuing parties are ac- 
tively at work exploring the mine in search of 
missing men. The searchers have to traverse a 
distance ot three-quarters of a mile to reach the 
scene of the explosion. 

Later dispatches say that 24 bodies havs been 
taken from the mine, and that 24 more await re- 
moval. Sixty-threvw miners lost their lives.

THE TRIAL OF O’DONNELL 

Lonpon, Nov. 7.—The Times, in discussing 
the proposal to allow American counsel to defend 
O'Donnell, says that to give audience to foreign 
counsel fs a novelty in England, and that no ground 
has been shown for making an exception in this 
ease. It may be said, without disparaging the 
ability of the American lawyers who offer their 
services, that the prisoner's case will not suffer in 
the hands oftrisEnglish counsel. It isnot probable 
that Gen. Pryor will be debarred from giving 


O'Donnell all possible assistance short of takinga 
public part in the conduct of the case. More than 
this cannot weil be permitted consistently with 
the prinviples of our lezal system, which in this 
respect resembles that of most of the American 
States, 

Gen. Pryor says he has not applied to ve ad- 
mitied in court to take part in O' Donnell's defense, 
and be does not propose to make such an appliva- 
tion. He states that he is aware of the rule which 
excludes any butan Engiish barrister from pleading 
in British courts, and he does not imagive it wii 
be reluxed in his behalf. He says O'Donnell is al- 
ready provided witi counsel in whose fidelity and 
ability bis friends have implicit confidence, and he 
has no notion that be could cuntribute anything to 
the efficacy of their efforts. He adds that he has 
received generoug and kind attentions from ail 
with whom he has had occasion to converse re- 
garding the subject of his visit here. 

It is expected that all the witnesses for O’Don- 
nell wili reach Enzland before Noy, 23, upon which 
day the trial will begin.

JOHN M’CAFFERTY WANTED. 

Lonpon, Nov. 7.—The London police au- 
thorities offer a reward for information of the 
whereabouts of John McCafferty, who was con- 
victed of treason in Dublin in 1867,and sentenced 
to penai servitude for life. McCafferty was born 
in Ohio, of Irish parents, and served ir the Con- 
federate army during the war of the _ retel- 
lion.

He was again tried, and was sentenced to death, 
but the sentence was commuted tv peval servitude 
for life.

BURIED ALIVE IN A SEWER. 
—_-—-_~.------- 
TWO MEN EILLED BY BEING CAVED IN UPON 
BY EIGHT FEET OF EARTA. 
Exvurra, N, Y., Nov. 7.—A disastrous and 
seemingly unavoidable sewer accident caused 
much excitement and gave rise to many sensa- 
tional rumors in this city this afternoon. Con- 
tractors Murray & Diven, with a gang of 380 or 40 
men, were digging a deep pipe sewer in Railroad- 
avenue, a few rods north of Fifth-street. The 


stays gave Way under pressure last night and the 
earth caved in. While workmen were removing 
the refuse earth at 3:10 o’vlock this afternoon 
another and more extensive slide from either 
side buried five of them near the bed of the sewer 
15 feet below the surfacé ‘of the street. Their 
names are Dennis Burns, Thomas Tubberty, John 
White, Andrew Jackson, and Joseph Beebs. The 
last three discovered the moving mass in timéeto 
exert themselves toward escape,and were only 
partly buried and painfully squeezed and bruised; 
but Burnsand Tubberty could haraly have realized 
their danger, for they were-buried, faces up, be- 
neath eight feet of sand, clay, and stones. A 
large gang of workmen were Vigorously em- 
ployed for nearly «n hour before these 
two crushed and cold bodies could be 
unearthed. Each wasa man of large famiiy, and 
they were about 45 and 50 years old respectiveiy. 
Their families learned of the’ disaster before the 
bodies were uncovered, and the scene at the sewer 
was heartrending when the sons, daughters, and 
wives arrived, and joined in wild expressions of 
grief. Oneortwo of them fainted away outright. 
A Coroner's jury was impaneied, and an inquest 
is to be held to-murrow., The direct cause of the 
slide was probativa jar caused by along freight 
train passing a few vards from the sewer. This is

MYSTERIOUS MURDER ON THE NATURAL 
BRIDGE’ NEAR 8T. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 7.—A mysterious murder 
was committed outon the Naturul Bridge, one mile 
west of the Fair Ground, to-night, James Hankins, 
a colored preacher, lived there until the trageay 
took place, A few weeks ago he was the beloved 
Pastor of a large flock, who held forth in the Bap- 
tist Colored Church.

pastorate. To-night he was seated in his home 
eating supper. when a bullet came crashing 
through a window.

He says 
that be immediately dashed for the premises, and 
upon nearing them saw & man running away across 
the prairie. Williams started in pursuit of the 
assassin, and as he did so saw the latter drop a 
petticoat and other clothing, which proved that 
he had disguised himself asa woman. While act- 
ing as minister Hankins made many enemies, 
owing to the popularity which h- achieved among 
the women members.

COST OF THE PENSION BUREAU.

COMMISSIONER DUDLEY’S ESTIMATES 
MEET THE DEMANDS OF CLAIMANTS. 
WasHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Pension Commis 
sioner Dudley says that the estimate made by nim 
of $40,000,000, as being requisite to pay pensionsin 
1885, is Lut one item of the whole estimated appro- 
priation necessary. There is now available, for 
the present fiscal year, $124,000,C00, and the Com- 
missioner calculates that if this unexpended bal- 
ance be made available, the additional appropria- 
tion required from Congress will be $40,000,000. 
His calculations are based upon the settlements of 
two years, and give an average of this and the 
year to come of $82,000,000 per year. The Com- 
missioner’s estimates made in the Fall of 1881 were 
predicated upon the considerable increase of cleri- 
cai force asked for. The appropriations were made 
upon these estimates, but the increase in clericay 
force was not available until a yea: tater, orin 
November, 188% The fact that the expenditures 


for the past year fall below the amount expected 
is due in part to the cause described, and alse 
to the fact that while precedence of action has 
been given to cases in wi ich arrears are involved, 
the claimants were months ago placed in default 
by failure to respond to calls for evidence, so that 
the elaims of those filed sinee the arrears limita- 
tion have to the numberof more than 100,000 re- 
ceived the action of the office in eatls for testi- 
mony. Out of this number more than 4,000 ae 
been admitted, notwithstanding that 124,926 claims 
of those entitled to arrears and filed prior to July 
1, 1880, Were awaiting response from claimants 
to the reqirements made forevidence. The-sub- 
stitution of bourd instead of single surgeon exami« 
nations has secured more just and unijiorm — 
removing the examination from the neighborh 
surgeon (whose judgment was too frequently in 
fluenced by social or other considerations) to 
judgment of three carefully selected surgeons. 

These causes operate very Jargely in a reduction 
of annual payments, as compared with the esti- 
mates made two years ago, ‘although the number 
of cases settled bas not varied‘materially irem 
that estimated. It is further explained at the 
Pension Bureau that the estimate occasionally re- 
ferred to, setting forth that the annual cost of 
pensions would not fall below $0,000,000 until 
1996, is probably taken from a statement of the 
Pension Office, in response toa call by Congress 
on # proposition, as follows: “If ail claims aris- 
ing from the war of the rebellion shall be settled 
during the seven years «nding Jume 30, 1888, &c., 
what appropriation will be ‘required . annuaily 
thereafter, for 25 years, &c.,"" and for 1996 it was 
stated as $39,147.180. The probabilities are. in the 
opinion of the Pension Office, that the estimate 
then carefally made will te shown to have beeg 
reasonably accurate.

BROOKFIELD PUBLIC LIBRARY BUILDING. 
From the Springfield ( Mass.) Renublican, Nov, 7. 
The new Banister library building is a beau- 
tiful structure of brick, with Longmeadow free- 
stone trimmings, and as the brick are oiled the 
shadings of color are rich and harmonious. The 
windows are long and narrow and correspond well 


with the tall ecolonnade in the front of the building, 
while the number of roofs and the variety of the 
architecture give an air of aristocratic strength 
and elegance. Near the front entrance is a wall- 
tablet on which are the words: ** Banister Memo- 
rial Hall, erected by William A. Banister, of New- 
York, A. D. 1883. in memory of Joseph Banister, 
died 1731; Seth Banister, died 1783; Col. Seth Ban- 
ister, died 1819; Capt. Seth Banister, died 1857; 

The east 
end of the interior, which is not yet 
finished, is to be the library-room, and the 
west side will be divided for the librarian'’s 
room and reading-room, The wailsare to he tinted 
and the windows to be of cathedral giass.

The Mayor 
was. ac his office promptly at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning transacting the business 
ot the city as usual. He was overwhelmed 
with congratulations from citizens of all classes, 
and received a number of congratulatory telegrams 
from other States. The spirit in which the result 
seemed to be accepted by the majority was set 
forth in the following address, issued by the Cit- 
izens’ Campaign Committee: 
BROOKLYN, Nov. 7, 1883, 

To Our Feliow-citizens: 

The result of the election tn this city is a victory for 
the people. Home rule and non-partisan municipal 
government have:been sustained. The sober second 
thought bas prevailed, and al! classes, irrespective of 
party, have re sou to be proud-of theresult. But es- 
pecially to those who witnstood all appeals to party 
fpirit iseredit due. To them more than to any others 
is prookiyn indebted for the preservation of her honor 
and credit as a city. it isnot the elevation of Mr. Low 
or the defeat of Mr. Hendrix; it is the triumph- 
aut vindication of principle, over which rejoicing is 
proper at this time, and tnis rejoicing will not be con- 
lined to the limits of our own municipality, but will 
extend to every city in our land. While we regret 
that many whose sympathie: inthe main were with 
us felt construined yesterday, on party grounds, to 
cast a party vote, yet we hope and believe that the 
day is pot far distant when they will realize the over 
whelming importance of the principles for whioh we 
have contended, and will be found standing shoulder 
to shoulder with us in supporting and further advanc- 
ing them. 

The completed returns on the State, Senate, As- 
sembly, Judiciary, County. and City tiekets will be 
found below. The ticket upon which the candl- 
Gates for Aldermen at Large ran is the only ove 
concerning which there is eny doubt. All the re- 
turns have not yct been received, but the indications 
are that the Democratic ticket, with the possible 
exception of Judge Rooney, was elected. In 
the Seeond District four Republican Alder- 
men were elected, and in the First and 
Third Districts the Democratic Aldermanic ticket 
was successful. The board will probably stand 14 
Democrats to 5 Republicans. The Senators elect- 
ed are Kiernan and Jacobs, (Dem.,) and Al- 
bert Daggett, (Rep). The Assembly delega- 
tion from the eounty will stand 8 Democrats 
and 4 Republicans. ‘here is no Republican gain 
in numbers, but the Second District, in which 
Mulholland (Rep,) was elected last year, is 
lost. and the Eleventh, in which Chapin 
(Dem.) was elected last year, is regained. Ridg- 
way and Lake, the Democratic nominees for Dis- 
trict Attorney andiCounty Auditor, respectively, 
are elected by very much reduced majorities. 
Both offices are at present held by Republicans. 

William A. Fritz, the Republican nominee for 
Supervisor at Large, is re-elected, and Drs. Henry 
J. Menninger and Henry J. Hesse, both Kepubli- 
cans, for Coroners, are elected. The Board of Su- 
pervisurs, Which now stands 16 Democrats to 14 Re- 
publicans, will stand after Jan, 1, 15 Democrats to 
15 Republicans, with the casting vote, that of Wil- 
liam A, Fritz, Republican. This gives the county 
government into the hands of the Republicans. 
The vote of Mayor Low, (he is an ex officio 
member of the board,) if counted, as 
Republican, would give the Republicans a clear 
majority without the casting vote of the Super- 
visor at Large. The Republicans probablv gain 
one Justice of the Peace in the person of Clark 
D. Rhinehart, but some districts are still missing. 
The two other Justices elected are Democrats, 
The vote cast for Leigh, the Prohibition candidate 
for Mayor, has not been announced officially, but 
it is estimated at 165 throughout the entire City.

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VUBITUARY. 
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EX-GOV. THEODORE F. RANDOLPH. 

Ex-Gov. Theodore F. Randolph, of New- 
Jersey, died suddenly of heart disease yesterday 
morning, in his residence at Morristown, in the 
fifty-eighth year of his ago. He had been com- 
blaining of not feeling well for several days, but 
had not been seriously il!, and his death was totally 
unlooked tor by his friends. 

Gov. Randolph was horn in New-Brunswick, N. 
J., June 24, 1826. He was a descendant of the pro- 
genitor of the Virginia Randoiphs of Roanoke, and 
was the son of James F. Randolph, who was a 
member of Congress from 1826 to 1832. His father 
edited and published the /yedonian at Now-Bruns- 
wick for 26 years, and Thecdore, when a boy, was 
accustomed to read proof in the office and con- 
tribute to the eolumns of the paper. He received 


| 


| an ordinary education at Rutgers Grammer School, . 


and when he became of age entered into business 
Aasacoal and iron producer. In 1850 he removed 


to Jersey City, and in 1860 he was elected to the 
State Assembly from the First District of Hudson 
County, being the first Democrat who had ever 
carried that district. He was Chairman of the 
Svecial Committee on the Peace Congress, and in- 
augurated measures for the relief of the families 
of soldiers. In 1861 he was elected to the State 
Senate, and he served in that body until 1865, sap- 
horting the heneral Government zealously in its 
struggle &gainst tie States in rebellion, 

Gov. Randoiph removed to Morristown in 1862 
and made that his home until his death. He was 
chosen President of the Morris and Essex Railroad 
Company in 1867, and by his able management suc- 
cerded in doubling the price of its stock within 
two years. He finally brought about the lease of 
the road to the Delaware and Lackawanna, and 
then resigned the Presidency. In 1868 he was 

| elected Governor of New-Jeraey by a majority of 
4,618 votes against Jobn J. Blair, the Republican 
candidate, and served one term, from 1869 to 1872. 
While serving as Governor he secured the aboli- 
tion of the vexatious transit duties upon persons 
traveling through the State, established a general 
railroad law, made the State prison system self- 
supporting, and suggested the plan for the State 
Lunatic Asylum. On July 11, 1871, when the 
Orange riots were threatened, and the Superin- 
tendent of Police in this City had forbidden the 
Orangemen to parade on the 12th, Gov. Randolph 
issued a droclamation, assuring the right of parade, 

| With full protection by the civil and military 
power, tu the Orangemen of New-Jersey. The re- 
sult of this prompt and firm action was that Jersey 
City escaped the bloody riot which was preeipitat- 
ed in New-York. 

On the expiration of his term of office Gov. Ran- 
dolph retired to Morristown, where he passed his 
time in farming and mining until 1874, when he 
was elected United States Senator from New-Jer- 
sey to succeed John F. Stockton. He served in the 
Senate from March 4, 1875, to March 4, 1881, since 
which time he had resided quietly in Morristown, 
having retired permanently from politica! life. He 
was a delegate to the National Democratic Con- 
ventions of 1864 and 1872.

BENJAMIN FITCH. 

Mr. Benjamin Fitch, the phiJanthropist, died 
suddenly at his home, No. 61 Fifth-avenue, at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, from a second par- 
alytic stroke. He had been ill since last Spring 
from the effects of a stroke of paralysis, and 10 


days ago was very low. He rallied, however, and 
it was thought possible he might live for some 
time, Yesterday morning he was in good spirits 
and seemingly us weél as, or even “better than, he 
had been for several days. About 2 o'clock his 
grand-nephew, Benjamin Fitch, Jr., went into Mr. 
Fitch’s room, and at his request sat down by his 
bedside. Almost immediately Mr. Fitch turned his 
hed on the pillow and was seized with a spasm. 
His physician was summoned, but he died within 
fi ve minutes. 
« Mr, Fitch was born at No. 33 Frankfort-street, in 
his City, June 13, 1802, His father was Stephen 
Fitch, a Quaker merchant, who did business at 
Fitch’s Dock. Of the early life of Benjamin Fitch 
very little is known. He received his education 


in the public schools of the City, and began a 
successful business career in Rochester, where he 
Subse- 
quently he opened a store in Buffalo. Mr. Fitch 
established branches of his business in New-York 


went into the dry goods business in 1822. 


and Chicago, and retired from active life, witha 
large fortune, about 1850. Ten years before he had 
built a residence in Darien, Conn., where he lived 
for several years, During the war he founded a 
home for soldiers’ orphans in Darien, and after 
these children grew up the institution was changed 
to the Home for Old Soldiers and furnished with a 
library and an art gallery. A few years ago Mr. 
Fitch became interested in the Charity Or- 
ganization Society of Buffalo, and in 1880 he 
founded the Fitch Creche, where infants are cared 
for while their mothers are at work. The Fitch 
Creche is said to be the most perfect institution of 
its kind in the world, and was established at an 
expense of $35,000. A year later Mr. Fitch estab- 
lished the Fitch Institute, in Buffalo, on the plan 
of the Cooper Institute, and eadowed it with $300,- 
000. Besides these outlays Mr. Fitch’s private chari- 
ties have been very large, and his whose expendi- 
tures for charity amount to more than $500,000.

CHICAGO PRODUCH MARKETS.

Cricaao, Nov. 7.—The leading produce markets 
wero more active to-day and again much stronger. 
There was really a brisk trade in most departments, 
and much of it on outside account. Some parties 
said that the trading was mostly local, but 
there were at least three times as many tele- 
graphic mesagces flying around as usual, 
and it was noticed that@@the recipients rushed 


into the trading pits and proceeded to buy or sell. The 
world outside had evidently been waked up by the 
advance of afew days previous, and wanted to get 
hold before others should rusia prices too high. The lo- 
ca) fraternity did most of the sellme, but not a few of 
them turned with the tide from without. 

Provisions were active and very strong, althouch 
irregular. Pork advanced 174% cents. fell back 10 
cents, improved to 324 cents above the latest prices 
of ‘uesday, and closed on ’Change 24% cents beiow the 
top, at $11 12% bid for December and $11 77% 
bid for January. Lard closea 1744 cents higher 
after a minor set-back in the middie of the 
session, at $7 6244 bid for January and 87 72% bid 
for February. Short ribs closed 15 cents higher, at 
$5 60 for Jonge. Liverpool quoted an advance of 3d. 
in ‘ard. aud the local hog market was firmer, although 
with a good current supply and 35,000 hogs expected 
for to-morrow. Butthe weather was cooler and it 
was generally expected that the demand for hogs 
will fully equal the supply so soon as the weather set- 
tles down into the Winter phase. Some large buyin 
orders were received from New-York, mostly for iard 
and the West was buying. Local packers were dl- 
vided, some selling while others were purchasing, but 
it was generally understood that the king bee was on 
the buying side and had been theie outetly for sev- 
eral days previously. Neariy Ml the local traders 
were disposed to buy in the latter part of 
the session, The shipping trade was said to 
be hyena | guiet in & jobbing way, but 
there were sign: of an tnquiry on foreign account 
which is always ha:d to get hoid of until two or three 
daya after the fact. On ths afternoon call pork ad- 
vanced 5 cents, but lost it, and lard eased off 24 cents, 
Later November lard weakened to #7/45, with Jan- 
uary at $7 574%, and pork receded to 811 70 asked for 
January and 811 82% for Fevruary. The deliveries of 
lard after 'Change were quite large. 

Flour was in betterdemand and generally stronger 
in sympathy with wheat. A few lots were taken for 
export. The coarse miligtuffs were firm, 

Wheat was active and buoyant. it advanced 4 cent 
early, fell back to the same extent, then improved 
144 to 174 cents, and closed on ‘Change Lia cents above 
the lowest prices of Tuesday, at 9944 cents for De- 
cember and $1 0v}4 for January. The public$cables 
quoted an advance of 6d, per quarter all round in the 
London market, and private advices from New-York 
noted araising of foreign limits with the filling of 
several export orders, and a much better tone 
in the merkets on the Continent of Europe, These 
latter did not arrive until after the early strength 
nad exhausted itself under a vigorous unloading by 
prominent longs and the ee of larger receipts 
for the day here than had been expected. The !ocal 
crowd was, however, a large buyer through- 
out. and was strongly reinforced by _  or- 
ders from outside in the latter part of the 
session, which sent the market above the dollar- 
mark on the leading future after two months of de- 
pression below it. But the selling was too heavy, 
and the market broke. On the _ afternoon 
cali January wheat declined to 99% # £cents 
and later sold down to 9% cents. Car lots 
of No. 2 Spring sold at 9674 to 9744 cents and No. 3 at 
&3to 84cents, No.2 red sold at $1 Olin north aide 
houses and $1 013g to$1 02 on the eouth side. No.3 
red soid at 96 cents in a preferred house. 

Corn was rather more active and much stronger. 
Itadvanced %{ to 2 cent, fell back %a to 1 cent, ad- 
vanced 1 cent, and closed on ‘Change % to 1 cent 
above the latest prices of Tuesday, at 4934 cents 
bid for December and 51% cents bid for 
May. These fiuctuations were much more ex- 
tensive than the usual run of trading in 
corn. Liverpool reported an advance of ‘a, per 
cental, and New-York was quoted strong, while the 
country sent in heavy buying orders for May. The re- 
suiting advance was lost on the posting of the inspec- 
tlon list showing the equivalent of 475 car-loaas, 
while shippers were slow In buying and later re- 
fused to pay an advance, although futures were 
much higher. No. 2 sold chiefly at 4044 to 19% cents, 
and rejected mostly at 4914 to 46% centa.

The re-election’ of Mayor Low in Brook- 
lyn, even by no larger a majority, is a vindi- 
cation of the principle of concentrated 
power and responsibility, and of city ad- 
ministration independent of party politics. 
Mr. Low’s election is due to the tax-payers, 
withont regard to party. The appeal to 
party fecling among the Democrats was 
very strong and was shrewdly made. The 
Democratic candidate was a man of fair 
standing, who professed the same policy 
as Mr. Low, and his party were asked 
why they should declare by their 
votes that there was no Democrat 
fit to be Mayor. The reply was that Mr. 
Low had done well and there was no reason 
forachange. A good many Republicans 
voted and quietly worked against Mr. Low 
because he did nothing for the party. To 
offset these and the Democratic majority on 
‘State issues of, say, 8,000, there were needed 
the votes of proliably from one-sixth to one- 
fifth of the Democrats who voted, and 
they were had The result shows that 
with less than two years’ experience the 
principle of the new system has taken a 
firm hold on the people of Brooklyn. After 
another two years it will be found very 
much stronger, and there is sound reason to 
hope that it cannot be uprooted. That the 
gain is not for Brooklyn alone, nor even for 
the cities of this State, is shown by the fact 
that no single feature of the New-York 
elections was so eagerly watched through- 
out the North as the Mayoralty contest in 
Brooilyn. 

We beg to call the attention of those ex- 
cellent people who think that party 
** workers’’ can only be got by the hope of 
office to the kind and amount of labor done 
for Mayor Low in Brooklyn. The Young

He has himself furnished many reasons for 
doubting it, but that does not detract from 
the significance of his election in spite of 
opposition in his own party.

When it was announced, alfew days since, 
that the Commissioner of Pensions estimat- 
ed the amount required for the next fiscal 
year, to meet the demands of his office, to 
be only $40,000,090, some surprise was ex- 
pressed. It now appears that this by no 
means represents the total sum that will be 
needed, although it is not believed that the 
amount will be larger than that appropri- 
ated last year. But there is now on 
hand the sum of $124,000,000 in unex- 
pended balances from previous appropri- 
ations for various purposes not covered into 
the Treasury. We may suppose that the 
Pension Office will be entitled to a share of 
this sum, to be applied on acconnt of pen- 
sions, and that this, with the $40,000,000 
included in the new estimates, will make up 
the total sum required. This sum, it is now 
reported, is about $82,000,000, for this year 
and nextyear. This isa very large expend- 
iture, but it would be cheerfully approved 
by the tax-payers if there were reasonable 
assurance that deserving soldiers, and nct 
dishonest pension agents, would get the 
money. 


If Mr. Haver Kriisourn, of the Wash- 
ington Real Estate Pool, shall eventually 
collect the $60,000 just awarded him as 
damages for false imprisonment, he may 
congratulate himself for being amply re- 
munerated for his 45 days in jail. It was as 
long ago as 1876 that Krinnourn was com- 
mitted te the District of Columbia Jail 
(where he lived on the fat of the land) for 
refusing to produce his books before a Con- 
gressional committee of investigation. In his 
first suit he fixed the damages to his person 
and estate at $150,000. The jury awarded 
him $100,000, but the court set aside the 
verdict; and now the laceration of Kit- 
BOURN’S feelings haying become deeper, or 
the demands of his lawyers more pressing, 
he has brought suit for $350,000 and has 
gota verdict for $60,000. As the Govern- 
ment (and not ex-Sergeant-at-Arms Tsomp- 
SON) must eventually pay the bill for 
damages, perhaps it would be quite as well 
to be rid of Mr. Krizovrn and al! the hun- 
gry lawyers by paying the latest award with- 
out more ado. 


THE LESSON OF THE RETURNS. 


Tuesday’s battle was a substantial victory 
for honest politics all along the line. In 
this State and in Pennsylvania the victory 
was the defeat of the Democrats who had 
been intrusted with power by independent 
Republicans and had not the sense and 
the virtue to use it wisely. In Virginia 
the victory was the defeat of Mahoneism, 
which, having been set up as a protest 
against Bourbonism, had become as arbi- 
trary as Bourbonism ever was, and more 
corrupt. There is not, in the result of either 
of these three States, any encouragement 
for the blind partisans or the machine poli- 
ticians of either party. There is, on the 
contrary, very great encouragement for the 
independent voters of all parties who are de- 
termined that the party shall be a means 
and not an end, and who are ready when it 
is made an end by ambitious and selfish 
leaders to overthrow it, and, if necessary, 
to utterly destroy it. Tuesday’s elections 
were the last, for the present, of the striking 
series of lessons which the American people 
have been reading to their political mana- 
gers on the true art of leading a free people. 

The Democrats are probably the most se- 
riously disappointed at being brought to 
book in this fashion. They had imagined 
that the people, having called them to pow- 
er, had become partisan Democrats, and 
were ready to follow wherever the organ- 
ization pointed the way. This was espe- 
cially true in this State. The journals of 
the Democracy, led by the New-York Sun, 
fully expected to seize the national Govern- 
ment on the ground that the Republicans 
had been declared unfit for it. They 
scorned to give the ajightest evidence 
that the Democrats were fit. They kept 
up day after day the idiotic and 
monotonous cry, ‘‘Turn the Rascals Out!’’ 
as if the danger of letting other and 
worse rascals in was one which the peo- 
ple would never consider. hey dinned 
into the ears of the public another phrase 
ridiculous in like degree, ‘‘The Republican 
Party Must Go!’’ as if the people would 
nines pause for an instant to think 
whether the Democratic Party would

The lesson for Republican managers is 
not less plain in Virginia, where the most 
impudent and corrupt cvalition of modern 
politics has suffered an overwhelming de- 
feat. A certain class of Kepublican politi- 
cians, some of them boasting the intimacy 
of the President, reasoned that it would be 
safe in Virginia to commit the Republican 
Party to repudiation, to contemptuous viola- 
tion of the civil service law, to the most 
insolent and tyrannical machine politics, to 
the prostitution of Federal offices to the 
basest political purposes, all in the name of 
resistance to Bourbonism and support of 
free suffrage. They ought to see now that 
the overthrow of Bourbonism is possible 

‘only by honest means, and that public 
opinion in this country will condemn 
false pretenses as relentlessly among 
Republicans in Virginia as among Demo- 
crats in New-York, Pennsylvania, and Mas- 
sachusetts. The defeat of Manonp.in Vir- 
ginia saves the Republican Party from a 
great danger. It makes impossible any 
demand on the party for concessions to him 
and such as heon the ground that they 
could divide the solid South.

THE MEN ELECTED 1N THE CITY. 


Tuesday’s election, so far as this City is 
concerned, resulted in the choice of some 
good men, some of indifferent character, 
and some of positively bad repute. The 
vote for Register shows that if’ there had 
been a Citizens’ candidate upon whom the 
entire opposition to the Democratic coalition 
could have been concentrated he would 
have been elected. As the nominations 
stood, Mr. Rettty was hardly better or 
worse personally than his competitors. He 
isa popular man among his associates, and 
has shown occasional fiishes of independ- 
ence. The worst that can be said of him is 
that he represents Tammany Hall and its 
political methods, which are irredeemably 
bad. 

There are probably not far from 250,000 
legal voters in this City, but only about 
182,000, or, say, three-fourths, were regis- 
tered, and of these a little over 160,000 
voted. Roughly stated, the ratio was 100,000 
Democrats to 60,000 Republicans. The 
relative strength of parties in the actual situ- 
ation in the City, as shown by the judiciary 
vote, was about 90,000 to 50,000. The Judges 
elected are, on the whole, fairly good men. 
Van Bronr is an able Judge, who, in spite 
of some personal failings, has made a 
good record in the Court of Common Fleas. 
ANDREWS is an industrious man, who is no 
doubt capable of making a good Judge. 
Nenrsas is already on the bench of the 
City Court, and has made a good record. 
Of Browne, the other City Judge-elect, lit- 
tle is known, but we have heard nothing 
elseagainsthim. He has achance to justify 
the choice of the people. 

Of the seven men whom the City, with the 
aid of Richmond County, elected to the 
State Senate, there are only three of whom 
it is possible to speak in terms of high com- 
mendation. These are Freperick 8. Grass, 
the only Republican in the number; JAMES 
Day, who has already served acceptably in 
the Senate, and J. Hamppen Ross, who 
has made an excellent record in the 
lower branch of the Legislature. Mr. 
Morpnry, while he was to be preferred to 


his defeated antagonist, played the part of | 
| out of the failure of an American lawyer to 


an obstructionist to City charter reform in 


the Assembly last Winter, and cannot be | 
said to cherish a very high ideal of the duties | 


of a legislator. CAMPBELL is an energetic 


and uncultured person, whose predominat- | 


ing purpose seems to he to do for his per- 
sonal constituents what they desire to have 
done. CULLEN and PLUNKETT, the two 
Tammany Senators, have a bad record, and 
JAMES FITZGERALD, of the Ninth District, 
deserved a better fate than 
Tuesday by the former, which, we are sorry 
to say, was aided by Republicans. 

Of the twenty-four Assemblymen elected 


from this City nine were In the last Assem- | 


bly; nine are Republicans, seven adherents 
of Tammany, four Irving Hall men, three 
were candidates of the County Democracy, 
and one is what is called a Jeffersonian 
Democrat. Of those re-elected, Van ALLEN, 
House, Howe, and Roosevext, Republi- 
cans, have the best of records, which their 
experience will cnable them fully to sus- 
tain.

FOREIGNERS IN BRITISH COURTS. 


When Mr. Rocer A. Pryor went over 
to London post-haste to act as counsel for 
O’Donne.Lt, the slayer of Carey, it was ro- 
marked that the selection, while it was an 
admirable one for the accused, was unfor- 
tunate, inasmuch as Mr. Prror could not 
appear pitblicly at a British bar. An Eng- 
lish barrister would bave no standing in an 
American court, except by a stretch of cour- 
tesy which would be rather violent. To 
give audience in court to a foreign counsel 
would be a great novelty.in any country, and 
the only aid which Mr. Pryor could 
give O'DONNELL, under the circumstances, 
would be to advise him privately, as any 
man, even if not a member of the Bar, might 
do. The departure of Mr. Pryor seems to 
have attracted some attention in England, 
and the statement that he went to England 
for the purpose of appearing for O’DonneELL 
very naturally excited surprise. The Lon- 
don Times, commenting on the reported re- 
taining of an American lawyer as counsel 
for O’DoNNELL, says that it is probable that 
Mr. Pryor will be permitted to give the 
accus@é@ man all possible assistance short of 
taking a public part in the conduct of the 
case. 


Mr. Pryor, on the other hand, says that 
he has no intention of applying for admis- 
sion to court as counsel tor O’DoNNELL, as 
he is aware that the rule of the English 
court (which he could not expect to be re- 
laxed in his behalf) would exclude him. 
The only service which Mr. Pryor could 
expect to render O’DonNeLL must be out of 
court, and he takes occasion to say that the 


| British counsel already engaged in O’Don- 


NELL’s defense are able and accom- 
plished, and that his friends have im- 
plicit confidence in them. Mr. Pryor 
is too cool-headed and _ sensible a 
man to make any fictitious and 
ephemeral reputation by fanning a flame 
from the petty international dispute which 
a mischievous man could readily evolve 
from this affair. If some one of the turbu- 
lent men who have the management of Irish- 
American schemes in this country were to 
be in Mr. Pryor’s place, it is easy to see 
what bluster, what mighty talk, and what 
irritating discussion could be made to spring

| tate since he voluntarily exiled himself from 


his native land and sought fame and fortune 
abroad. It is very likely that the visit of 
Mr. Pryor, the debateto which his peculiar

exchange of international courtesies of 
which Chief-Justice CoLERIDGE was one of 
the latest recipients, may eventually result 
in amending in one important particular the 
procedure of British and American courts.

It is the opinion of Dr. Hamurn that the 
introduction of the Italian flea into this 
country is the work of the unspeakable 
Cobden Club. Ina letter published yester- 
day Dr. Hamurn revealed in eloquent lan- 
guage the true character of this clique of 
free trade felons, and showed not only that it 
hires students in American colleges to write 
free trade essays but that it tried to secure 
the election of Hancocx—although, curi- 
ously enough, the latter fails to mention that 
the Jate President GARFIELD was an honor- 
ary member of the club. 


It is conceded by all protectionists that 
our system of protection leads to high wages 
for laborers, and that these high wages at- 
tract European laborers to thiscountry. The 
Italians who come to this country are lured 
here by reports of the high wages which 
they can earn. Now, it has occurred to the 
Cobden Club that if the Italians can be in- 
duced to bring vast quantities of Italian 
fleas into America we shall suffer such tor- 
tures that we shall be ready to adopt free 
trade $n order to reduce the rate of wages and 
thus to keep out Italian Jaborers and Italian 
fleas. Hence the Cobden Club, with devilish 
ingenuity, has brought about an immense 
emigration from Italy to the United States. 
In confirmation ‘of this fact—if any con- 
firmation were needed—it may be pointed 
out that nearly all the Italian immigrants 
are brought here ‘in British ships, . and, as 
they have no money, what can be more 
probable than that their passages are paid 
by the Cobden Club? We have here un- 
veiled one of the most distinctly infernal of 
all the countless plots which the Cobden 
Club, in its hatred of American institutions, 
has hatched, and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that the exposure does not come too late to 
be of use. 

It is proper to say that as yet Dr. Ham- 
LIN has not published the views above set 
forth as to the meaning of the importation 
of Italian fleas. There can be no doubt, 
however, that he is ready to ascribe it to 
the Cobden Club; and in point of fact, in 
all the recent accusations brought by him 
against the club, there is none that is as 
plausible and as well sustained by evidence 
as is the accusation that the Cobden Club 
has for ‘its own wicked purposes, brought 
about the introduction of Italian fleas into 
our hitherto happy land. He is entirely 
welcome to use the foregoing facts and 
arguments in his next attack on the club, 
and he will, of course, see the necessity of 
using them without the least delay. 


A LOST OPPORTUNITY.

Now that he 
has thrown away this spleadid opportunity, 
the only thing for him to dois to put him- 
self on exhibition as the only man now liv- 
ing who has sold his wife’s dead body for 
$25. In some communities he might possi- 
bly be found to draw.

It is computed that 1,000,000 of hectares of 
the high plateaus bordering the Sahara, in Algeria, 
are now covered with the alfa grasses, and there 
are also vast tracts of it on the Tell. During the 
year 1881 upward of 200,000 tons of these crasses 
were shipped to Europe. Paper is not the only 
article made from them. Several others are made 
from the grasses, among them curtains that are 
said to be pretty and substantial. 


César Orsini, a brother of the man who, in 
1858, was executed for attempting to kill the Em- 
peror Napoleon III., arrived recently in Paris.

probable. No secrets are so well guarded as 

» those of Cabinet councils. Only about a dozen 
Ministers at the most are intrusted with them, 
-and they are all bound by the most solemn 
pledges not to give a bint of what takes place 
in the sacred chamber, and the strictest pre- 
sautions are adopted to prevent the slightest 
indication of what the Ministers have been 
talking about from getting wind. In the ab- 
sence of facts there is the widest scope for 
ponjecture, and the real cause of the hasty sum- 
moning of the council isthesubject of endless 
guesses. One authority de:lares that the rea- 
son for the Ministerial gathering was Sir 
Stafford Northcote’s campaign in Ulster and 
the turbulent demonstrations of the Orange- 
‘men. Another believes that it was the Leeds 
Reform Conference; a third the contem- 
plated changes in the Ministry: a fourth 
attributes it to the quarrel between France and 
China; a fifth is sure that the Egyptian ques-

Whether the Lord 
Maror himself will be equally favored is more 
than doubtful A very strong feeling existsin 
the city as to what many regard as the unfair 
choice of Alderman Fowler over the head of 
Alaerman Hadley, and it is thought not un- 
likely that his installation into office will be 
made the occasion of something like a 
demonstration against him. This prospect 
will provably impart more liveliness than 
psnal to the circumstances of the Lord 
Mayor’s show. Notwithstanding the fact that, 
in consequence of the removal of the lew 
courts tothe new building in the Strand, there 
is no occasion for the civic procession to pro- 
ceed to Westminster, it is understood that the 
Lord Mayor and bis retinue will duly peram- 
buiate the streets west of Temple Bar, passing 
along the Thames Embankment, and returning 
by the Strand, so as not to deprive the public 
of their annual bit of sight-seeing. Moreover, 
although the **men in armor” are once more 
tw be dropped, some of the theatrical features, 
which usea to be so common in Lord Mayors’ 
shows, are to be revived, and there is already 
talk of *‘ullegorical representations of the 
colonies,” to be drawn along in wagons, be- 
sides processions of firemen and fire-engines 
anda more than usually brilliant display of 
military and music. Whether all this will 
itiate that portion of the public who re- 
Mr. Alderman Fowler as a sort of usurper 
remains to be seen. = 
Lord Charles Beresford is said to have re- 
cently declared that he ‘‘means to cut the 
navy and go in for politics.” _At present this 
gay young nobleman is standing as Conserva- 
tive candidate for the Pembroke boroughs, and 
is conducting his canvass in a characteristic 
manner. Scme of his speeches as reported are 
full of those quaint oddities of expression for 
which he is remarkable. Thus, at Pembroke 
the other aay he said that one of his opponents 
objected to him because “he had got a head 
lite a boiled bull-dog,” theugh that, declared 
Lord Charies, would not prevent him from 
speaking his mind. Again, at Tenby, while 
discussing tne affairs of our navy, he said that 
though foreigners were improving their fleets, 
“it wasathousand pounds to a carrot” that 
we should always beat them. Certainly, 
**Cbparlie Beresford” is ons of the plainest 
spoken of men. He isa great favorite at Court, 
where his rollicking animal spirits and comical 
sayings and doings are an endless source of 
aniuserment to the Prince of Wales and his cir- 
ele. Indeed, “Charlie,” eas he is called, 
fs aliowed liberties with royalty that 
would hardly be tolerated from any one 
else. Only the other day he was heerd 
bo exclaim ata ballin the hearing of several 
pf the Princesses, and inreference to some in- 
cident that was going on, ** W hat the devil are 
they up to now *”’ But notwithstanding his 
rather Bohemian habits, Lord Charles Heres- 
ford basa fund of sound, shrewd common 
pense, and there is nodoubt that he would be 
an acquisition in Parliament, not only on ac- 
count of his humor but of his bonest, plain 
speaking. He hassat in the House before. He 
was elected for Waterford Uvunty, where his 
family have great influence, in 1574, polling 
4,767 votes; but he was beaten by the Home 
Rulers in 1880, and had only 876 supporters, 
Meanwhile he has devoted himself to his naval 
duties, and every ove knows how he distin- 
guished himself in Egypt, where be ran his 
ship, the Condor, without orders, right under 
the guns of Alexandria—a feat, by the way, of 
which he himself makes very light, saying, 
as he lately did, ‘‘Why, hang it, there was 
only two teet andahalf of water under us, 
and we couidn’t bave got drowned, you know, 
If they had sunk us.”” J hope that if ** Char- 
lie” gets into Parliament again he will talk 
more often then he did befcve, and enliven our 
rather dreary debates.

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LOSSES BY FIRE.

At 1:30 o’clock yesterday morning fire broke 
out in the four-story livery stalle connected with 
the Commercial House at Sioux Fells, Dakota, 
causing its complete destruction and also consum- 
ing 26 raluable horses and a number of carriages.

The mill con- 
tained alarge emountof valuable machinery and 
patterns of boats, which were also destroyed. The 
loss is estimated at $20,000; insurance, $8,000.

The stage pictures were notable 
for splendor, and in the processions and groupings 
the harmonious blending of rich colors and the 
sparkle of burnished metal were most agreeable to 
the eye. 

Signor Vianesi’s treatment of Wagner's opera 
met with very general approval. Theeffect of the 
band was heightened by its removal to quarters 
more remote from the audience, and the beau- 
tiful vorspiel and the noble introduction to 
the third aet received excellent treatment. It 
was noticeable, however, that the conductor had 
more work to doin the way of reproval and 
correction, that he was obliged to give too much 
attention to indiviiual players, agd give too many 
orders in hoarse whispers for public perform- 
ance, facts that indicate too few private rehearse 
als of the opera. But in spite of these flaws 
the work was” generally good, especially 
' that of the strings, the quality of some of 
| the brass instruments and instruments of 
| percussion in this band being less agreeable than 
| wehuve been accustomed to in New-York. To 
that other important department in a Wagner 
opera, the chorus, less praise can be given. The

Nilsson's splendid voice and broad 
style give all dne importance to the music of Elsa, 
and her rendering of the part, while not cub- 
stantially different from that which was s0 
greatly admired a decade ago, appeared to 
have gained in dramatic strength if not in vocal 
excellence. Mme. Fursch-Madi repeated the virile 
and impasstoned impersonation of the wife of Tel- 
ramondo which was witnessed in this City 
last year. Her great scene in the sec- 
ond act was given with capital jude- 
ment as well as dramatic vigor.and her voice 
was heard to good effect in the massive music al- 
lotted to the réle. Signor Campanini’s present- 
ment of the mystic knight is the same as of old—a 
majestic and moving impersonation. which 1: re- 
garded by this public «as the realization of 
Wagner's ideal. His singing throughout the even- 
ing was beautifal,and in the grand duo both he and 
Mme.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Flotow’s opera, *‘ Marta,’ was to have been 
given at the Academy last evening, but owing to 
acombination of those circumstances which ap- 
pear to be sown broadcast in the paths of impre- 
sarios it became necessary to substitute “ Rigodlet- 
to.” This drematic work has been beard once be- 
fore during Col. Mapleson’s season, when it was 
better rendered than it was last night. As a 
whole the performance of last evening was pains- 
taking. but with the exception of Mme. Gerster’s 
Gilda there was unforturiately nothing in it 
to call for special praise. The prima donna {1s 
a most delightful representatiys of the heroine 
of Verdi's tragic opera, The music of Gilda 
is especialiy well adapted to the quality and power 
of her voice, and, though there is little opportunity 
for the display of that brilliant vocalization with 
which she amazes and delights her audiences, there 
is abundapt room for tie play of tepder emotion 
and sympathetic singing of which she is equally 
mistress. There isa kind of dramatic conception 
which applies to music and which teaches an artist 
when to be strong and brilliant in tone and when 
to be subdued. Mme. Gerster possesses this inval- 
uable instinct in a high degree, and, combined 
with her charming expressiveness of gesture 
and countenance, it enables her to produce effects 
which sway her audience by their power. Such 


effects she attained last night in the duet with the 
Duke in the first act, in the dnet with Rigoletto in 
the second, and through the whole of the last act. 
Her vocal work, considered by itself, was, as it 
always is, delightful. The perfect intonation. the 
purity and flute-like quality, the facile execution 
of ornamental passages, and the smoothness, 
breadth, and perfection of phrasing in flowing 
movements were heard with unalloyed pleasure. 
Of course, her chief triumph with the audience was 
the “Caro nome” which she was called upon to 
repeat, with long-continued applause. Signor 
Galassi, worn out with the arduous labor of reg 
hearsal for ** La Gazza Ladra,”’ did not appear in 
his noble impersonation of Rigoletto. The 
role was assumed at short notice by Signor 
Bellati. a new-comer. This baritone possesses a 
voice of no great range and of moderate power. 
His lower register is weak, ana he treats his upper 
notes in a gingerly manner, as if not qute sure of 
them. His middle register is strong, resonant, and 
of pleasing quality, and his method is generaliy 
good. A stilted manner of acting marred the 
effect of the earnestness which he bestowed on 
his work, and he did not attain anything like the 
dramatic force of Signor Galassi. Signor Falletti 
was the Duke. His inexperience becomes more 
obvious at each performance,.and it would evi- 
dently have been a wise thing for this promis- 
ing tenor to study acting before taking so 
prominent a position in an important operatic 
season. He hasa fine voice, his upyer notes—that 
part of a tenor'’s range so dear to our public—are 
notably good. His management of his middle and 
lower registers is painfully faultv, resulting in 
narshnes- where the hearer naturally expects to 
find sweetness of tone. Hesanethe “E1l sol’ and 
the * Questo e quella” better than any of his other 
music, both being very well rendered. “La donna 
e mobile” he does not give so effectively. Tre 
good vcice and conscientious method of Signor 
Lombardelli were heard to advantage in Sparafu- 
eile. and Signor Cheruin! was an acceptable Mon- 
terone, The famous quartet was sung passably 
well. The chorus repeated its former gooa work 
in this opera, again winning a deserved encore for 
the *“Scorrendo uniti."’ The orchestra was gener-

OTHER CHANGES. 

The proceedings in the Feuardent-Di Cesnola 
fide) su!t, in the United States District Court, yes- 
terday, were rather tame until toward the close 
of the afternoon session. Then Feodore Gehan, a 
Westphalian by birth and a cabinet-maker and 
earver by éccupation, was called to the stand. 
He is the gentieman who, under the instruction of 
Mir. Di Cesnola, repaired, reconstructed, restored. 
and generally put into presentable condition the 
collection of statues and statuettes exbibited at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art as Cypriote an- 
tiquities. 

Gehan testified that he had been in the employ 
of the Metropolitan Museum authorities for six 
months when it wasat Fifth-avenue and Fifty- 
third-street, and for two years when its location 
was on Fourteenth-street. He wae introduced to 
Di Cesnola by Mr. Russell Sturgis. and had been 
engaged while at Fourteenth-street in repairing 
and restoring Mr. Di Cesnola’s collection of 


Cypriote carvings and sculptures, This work ne- 
cessitated the virtual rebuilding of many of these, 
such work being done by the use of stone, plaster, 
wood, aud iron. He was shown a number 
of photographs of articles now in the 
collection in the Central Park Museum. 
It was with considerable difficulty that he recog- 
nized some of these. His explanation for this was 
accounted for in this way. He visited the Central 
Park Museum last Spring, be said, in order to 
freshen up his recollection as to the work he bad 
done on the various pieces of the collection. “ I 
tooked them over.” said he, “ but I oouidn't seem 
to find any of my work there any more, 1 couldn’t 
teli if it was mine, for it didn’t look as it did on 
Fourteent"-street. lt had all been white-washed 
and vbanged, so I couldn't find what looked like 
the old gollectiou.”” The explanation uaturally 
elicited much laughter from the court, lawyers, 
jurymen. and spectators. 

Mr. Gehan’s explanations as to the character of 
the work that he had done, given in broken Eng- 
lish, were a constant source of amusement to 
every one but Mr. Di Cesnola and his friends. It 
wasn’t pleasing to them, because it veritied the 
testimony of Henry G. Hutchins previously given, 
to the effect that the collection haa been doctored 
and piestered up. Mr. Gehan testifiec that he con- 
structed a leg for the ous-legged Hercules that Mr. 
Di Cesnola gave him for restoration. The leg had 
been built up out of stone and the statue mountea 
on and fastened to a base on which Di Cesn la 
wished it to stand. This feat was accomplished 
by the use of a rod of iron, which ran up throngh 
the figure and was recurely bolted in place above 
and below. Inthe hand of the so-called bearded 
Venus be had placed a dove, havine first 
completed the bifd, whict was in a 
dilapidated condition when it was given 
him. He constructed one wing and a 
tail of wood which he covered with plaster and 
then washed so as to give it the appearauce of 
the original statue. In one instance, he bad, at 
Mr. In Cesnola's direction, added to a face of 
atope, a head, hair, and ears, so that when his 
work was done, the face was converted Into a 
female bead, which was mounted on a pedestai 
end exhibited with others ds a genuine Cypriote 
antiquity. The head, whiej:had been built up, is 
made entirely of plaster. The same materia! had 
been used successfully by the witness in the con- 
struction of heads of bair, beards, lips, noses, and 
ears in @ great number of cases. 

The particular objects thus treated Mr. Gehan 
could not designate by number, because he was 
not a custodian of the collection, nor by name, be- 
esuse he was not a professioval archcoilggist, but 
merely a manufacturing antiquitist. He did remem- 
ber, however, that the ficwing drapery falling to 
the ground, and thus supporiing the figure on its 
base, was not the work of a sculptor of ancient 
Greece or Cyprus, but his own. The construc- 
tion of this drapery was ordered ny Mr. Di 
Cesnola in order that the figures might 
be better braced on their pedestals. The 
foundation for this drapery was a brace of wood 
or iron, end the drapery itself was of plaster. 
When this work was completed the statuette up- 
peared to be one piece of stone, though in some 
cases several pieces and quantities of plaster were 
used to complete the illusion. Three or four bases, 
with feet and portions of legs on them. were given 
him, and on ali but one of these he placed stat- 
tettes that were without feet and bases. 
A photograph of a statue of a priest, he 
testified. was taken from an original which 
Was in great part his -handiwork. On 
ithe had placed an arm and hand of stone. He 
had built up one foot and some toes, and placed 
on the feet sandals with the lacings. He looked at 
the photograph earefully, and then turning to Mr. 
Bangs, who had been examining him, asked: 
“That picture was taken at the Central Park Mu- 
seum, wasn’t it?’ Mr. Bangs couldn't answer, 
but be could ask, “ Why do you ask?” and he did 
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“Because,” replied the witness, * it has been 
ehanged since I did my work on it.”” He was not 
asked to give any details as to the change, but he 
insisted that its appearance had been materially 
altered since its removal to Central Park. When 
asked, at the conclusion of his examination. if 
stone could not have been used instead of pla-ter 
in meking the changes detailed, he said it certainly 
could. 

““ And why wasn’t it ?”’ asked Mr. Bangs. 

“ Because it was easier to use plaster, and Mr. 
Di Cesnoia was in a hurry to have the figures com- 
pleted and placed on exhibition for the opening of 
the museum,” naively answered the witness. 

Alexander D. Savage, formerly employed at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, was called to iden- 
tify copious translations from a memoir by Johan- 
pes Doéil, of the St. Petersburg Museum, describ- 
ing the Di Cesnola collection as he had seen it at 
Cyprus. whitberhe had been sent by the Hussian 
authorities, who talked of buying the collection 
before its restoration. These will be used later on 
in the trial to support Mr. Feuardent’s claims, 
Henry W. Troy, of No. 160 Fulton-street, a draughts- 
men, testified that he had made from the articles 
themselves the sketches used inthe 4rt .!maveur 
publication. These were madein the Summer of 
1880, end in March, 1881, when he‘again visited the 
museum, he found the aileged mirror in the left 
hand of the figure of Venus or Hope con- 
siderably altered in shape. The frame was first 
eut oval. running up by grecetul curves into the 
bandie like the back of a hnir-brush. The second 
time he saw it these curved lines had been 
changed into more rigid and angular lines, and the 
hair-brush appearance had disappeared. The dif- 
ference in appearance be illustrated by sketches 
made in the presence of the jury. Depositions 
from Messrs, Charles T. Newton, Augustus W. 
Franks. and Reginald 8. Poole, of the British Mu- 
seum, were introdaced to show that it was the 
custom where restorations in antiquities were 
mpade to have the restored portions of a contrast- 
ing color,so that no one might bedeceived. Restora- 

tions, asarule, were always made in this war. 
the parts being joined as cleverly as possible, but 
the points of juncture remaining apparent. This 
ney ay was introduced presumably to show 
that Mr. Di Cesnoia had not followed the usual 
custom.

The 
dead man was said to bea member of tbe Sixty- 
ninth Regiment of the National Guard, but two 
officers of that regiment visited the Morgue yes- 
terday afternoon aud failed to identify him. and 
there are no marks on his clothing or about his 
effects that give any clue as to who he is. 

The proprietor of the Cooper Union Hotel said 
last night that he has no doubt, trom the appear- 
ance of the suicide at the time he was first di-cov- 
ered, but that he ntight have been saved If a doctor 
had been found or the ambulance call answered at 
ounce. The sargeon in charge of the ambulance de- 
partmentat Bellevue Huspital was asked regarding 
the delay in reaching the hotel by a Times re- 
porter. He said that the Police Department sent 
the call to the hospital for an ambulance to 
go to No. 29%instead of No. 19 Third-avenue. 
The ambulance at once reportéd there, 
and, finding nothing the matter, returned to the 
hospital and telegraphed to head-quarters, when 
the right number was given. The reporter visited 
No. 29 Third-avenue, but no one in the builiing 
knew of any ambulance caliing there on Tuesday 
morning. ‘the people at the hotel donot know 
who the woman was who came to the place with 
the man, and say that neither had ever been in the 


house before. 
SHOOTING AT HER HUSBAND. 


A WIFE’S FIRST GREETING TO THE MAN 
SHE HAD FOLLOWED FROM FRANCE. 


A pistol shot in the street in front of the 
barber's shop at Waverley-place and Mercer-street 
startled Detective Reynolds, of the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct, as he satin the shop at about 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The detective ran into the 
street, and there saw a woman struggling with two 
men, who were endeavoring to restrain her. At 
their feet on the sidewalk was lying a smull re- 
volver. All three were French, and Detective 
Reynolds took them to the Mercer-street police 
station, after first securing the revolver, a small, 
self-cocking Lefaucheaux. At the station one of 
the men said he was Antoine Coty, and that the 
woman, who was his wife, Louise, fom whom 
he had been separated for many years, had at- 
tempted to shoot him with the revolver. Louise 
was subsequently taken before Justice Gardner, ut 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, where Coty 
made a complaint of felonious assault against her. 
He said that he was married to her over 10 years 
ago, but after living with ber for 14 months he left 
her, and they legally separated. His wife, he said, 
was a woman of bad character. Two years ago he 
came to this country and opened a liquor store. 
A week ago he learned that his wife had come to 
this City and was lovking for him. When be met 
her yesterday afternoon, withovt a word she drew 
the revolver and fired at him. The buliet whistled 
past his head without injuring him. He and his 
friend seized her and she dropped the revolver. 

The accused woman, through an interpreter, 
said that she was born in Marseilles 30 years ago 
and that her maiden name was L suise Pey. Coty, 
she stated, is a shoe-maker by trade, and was for- 
merly fo eman of a large tactory. By him she had 
one child, a boy. Soon after he was born her hus- 
band left her, taking the child with him. When he 
came to this country he brought with him a Ger- 
Man woman, whom, his wife asserts. he married 
shortly after bis arrival here. Mrs. Coty says that

Additional testimony was taken before 


Coroner Tice, at Mount Vernon, yesterday, in the 


matter of the death of the child Mabel Curry in 
the Mount Vernon Branch of the New-York In- 
tant Asylum on Aug. 27. Emily James, a nurse at 
the asylum, testified that she had seen Dr. Caro- 
lipe Marr take a drink of brandy on one occasion. 
Maggie McNonigie, who formeriy cooked food for 
the babies at the usylum, testified that Dr. Marr 
saw Mabel Curry about 10 minutes after the child 
bad been given the teaspoonful of ammonia in- 
stead of quinine. Dr. Marr looked at the child 
but aid not examine it, remarking simply that she 
did not think the mistaken dose would amount to 
apything. ‘The witness said she had seen Dr 
Marr “very queer and absent-minded,” but had 
never seen ber drink She had been 
guilty of placing children with whooping 
cough in the convalescent ward, where 
childrén were recovering from measles. Annie 
Sullivan, from the asylum, testified that she 
hed seen Dr. Marr in a ** dazed condition,” and 
smelied liquor very strongly on her. Mr. Charles 
C. Bigelow, who had visited the asylum as one of 
the membérs of the Board of Health, said that he 
had asked forthe certificate of the child's death, 
which stated that it was caused by measles and 
bronchitis. He bad spoken to Dr. Marr about it, 
and she said that the dose of ammonia had noth- 
ing to do with the cause of death. The inguest 
was adjourned until to-morrow.

| COREANS PREPARING TU GO'HOME. 


———-+- - 
TO SPEND ALL THEIR TIME BEFORE THEIR 
DEPARTURE IN SHOPPING. 

Four members of the Corean Embassy, ac- 
companied by their escort, Eusien George C, 
Foulk, United States Navy, are at the Victoria 
Hotel. They are awaiting the departure of the 
Trenton, of the United States Navy. on which 
three members of the Embassy. with Ensign Foulk, 
will return to Corea, The party arrived in this 
City Tuesday night, having come direct from 
Washington. In the last interview which the 
Ambassador had with President Arthur, the Presi- 
dent tendered to him the use of the Admiral’s 
quarters in the Trenton, as no Admiral was going 
ont with the ship. Ensign Foulk has been de- 
tailea to duty im that part of the 
world. Yesterday the Embassy spent in 


shopping, and the remainingdays in this conntry 
will be occunied in the same way. The Coreans 
are highly pleased with their visit. They do not 
seem to be at all amazed at what they have seen, 
taking it as part of a wonderfulcountry. Ensign 
Foulk said yesterday that the Coreans were com- 
missioned by their Government to extend to 
the manufacturers of the United States 
througn our State Department a_ coriial 
invitation, to place goods on_ exhibition 
in a per;nanent building erected for that purpose 
in Savnl, the capital of the country. As there is nu 
line of steamers running from this country, the 
Corean Government bas appointed as its agent to 
receive and forward such exhibits, Mr. &. Sueth- 
lage, of Shanghai, China. What the Coreans 
particularly need, Ensign Foulk says, are 
agricultural implements and mining tools, 
and exhibits In that direction would be very 
acceptable to them and profitable to the 
manufacturers. There are in Corea gold, copper, 
and coal mines of great value. which only require 
ruitable machinery and tools to be developed. 
The Coreans have been close observers during 
thelr stay in this country, and as one of the results 
of their visit will recommend on their return home 
the establishing of a postal system modeled after 
the one in this country. A Customs system has 
just been established, the nation favoring a pro- 
tective policy. That fact, coupled with the desire 
of the English to provide for the exportation of 
opium to Corea, has serionsly complicated the 
efforts of the English to make a treaty with the 
Coreans. The latter view with anxiety the possi- 
ble introduction of the drug into their country. 

Yu Kill Clam, one of the members of the em- 
bassy. has discarded his native dress, and now 
wears an English costame. He will remain in this 
country as a student under the care of Prof. Ed- 
ward S. Morse, 2f Salem, Mass. Yesterday after- 
noon the young man went out for a walk up Fifth- 
avenue, and got lost.

CLAIMED BY A NEGRO AS HIS WIFE 


MRS, CALLAHAN’S EXPERIENCE WITH A 
BLACK MAN AND A RAZOR. 

Before Justice Gardner, at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, yesterday, a colored barber, 
Nelson L. Golden, of No. 5 Sullivan-street, was ar- 
raigred for having assaulted a white woman, Mrs. 
Emeline Vallahan, who is employed as acook in 
Sweet's restavrant, in Fulton-street, and attempt- 
ed to cut her throat with arazor. The woman is 
married and lives with her husband and children 
in the rear of No. 56 Macdougal-street. One morn- 


ing about a week ago she met Golden in Mac- | 


dougal-street as she was going to work and he 


nodded and smiled at her. Although she did not’ 
recognize the negro, she returned the salutation, 
as she thought that he might be acquainted with 
her. Since then he had followed her almost every 
day when going to work until she became fright- 
ened. On Monday last she told her husbana 
ahout the conduct of the negro, and that night, 
while she was out, Golden came to the house, 
peered in through tiie windowsand climbed up the 
pore. Caljahan asked him what he wanted, and 

e said he was looking for Mrs. Brown. After 
some parleying the negro went away. On Tuesday 
morning. while going through Macdougal-street, 


Mrs. Cailahan was accosted by the negro, who | 


seized her by the shoulder, claimed her as his wife, 
and demanded that she should go withhim. The 
woman shook off his grasp, and the negro th-n 
drew a razor and threatened to cut her throat un- 
less she accompanied him. The frightened woman 
screamed for help. and several of the ‘passers-by 
came to her assistance, and the negro fled. 
Yesterday afternoon, while Mrs, Cailahan was 
sitting} sewing in her room alone, the door was 
flung open and Golden stalked in. Mrs. Callahan 
sprang to her feet and confronted him. Golden 
insisted that she was his wife and that she must 
go with him. The woman refused, and Golden 
thereupon whipped out his razor, and seizing her 
by the shoulder, attempted to cut her throat. The 
woman screamed, and Callahan at this moment 
rushed into the room and disarmed the negro. 
When arraigned, Golden insisted that Mrs. Caila- 
han was his wife and that he had been married to 
her six years.
